Among the topics upon vhloh omoh emphasis vas 
placed were the followlngi "The Soviet Reaction to Ambassador Kennan’s 
Statement", "Enver Heicha’s Return from Moscoir", at^ several appeals to vari- 
ous gronps In KMMaahoo snch as the teachers. Intellectuals, etc, Varicaie 
staff members of HTGrnbhy were able to Interrogate Identity (1), a border 
oroseer who held a post in the KMMaahoo Ministry of Foreign Trade, and thus 
obtain Bcme Information on BGGypsy economic failures such as the Stalin 
Textile Combine, and the Force sugar factory, all of which emrlehed the 
"Communist Paradise" feature of the program. It is hoped that In the future 
we will obtain adequate information so as to make appeals to KMMaahoo workers 
on various state projects for passive resistance. 



Fig team reported that HTGrubby was 
audible on some of the occasions they tried to receive us, however, the 
message was not very precise as to how many times or just when they did try 
to hear us, 41 though It indicated that daytime reception Was better than in 
the evening Fig also stated that the broadcasts were effective but that lis- 
tening was forbidden* There has been no report ftm Apple team as yet ccm- 
cemlng receptlem of HTGrubby, Our monitor in Brindisi reported that HTGrubby 
was audible and intelligible most of the time from 29 September to 4 October. 
He also reported that presence of an interfering telegraph 0 ign& 9 i which freon 
all indications had the specific aim of jamming HTGrubby, The recosma^ada- 
tlons by the monitor as to wavelength and time changes In HTGrubby broad- 
casts, as well as Fig Team*s report, will be discussed with the technicians.
